A By-Law to provide for borrowing on the credit of 
the Municipality at large, the sum of $11,770.50 for the 
payment of the costs of certain local im:provewents. 

Whereas under and in pursuance of parapraph (a) of 
section 269 (a) of the Municipal Ordinance as the said 
Ordinance is amended by section 13 of Ordinance No. 19 
of 1889 certain petitions duly signed were presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the town of Edmonton 
asking that certain improvements should be made upon 
certain streets of the town to be paid for by a special 
assessment upon the properties benefited. 

And whereas certain of the said improyements were 
made, the expenditure therefor haying been met by 
means of temporary advances or loans effected in pursu- 
ance of Section No. 14 of the said Ordinance No. 19 of 


1889. 

And whereas by by-law No.28 of the Municipality provis-
